Smokers Usually Held After 
Home Football Games 
To Be Discontinued 



As there has been great discussion 
about the college concerning the de- 
crease in registration this year a few 
facts and figures from other universi- 
ties might prove interesting. As might 
be expected the British universities 
are the greatest losers. Cambridge 
being perhaps the most noticeable in 
this respect. The registration there 
shows I, SOU as against 3,600 of lust 
year, or a decrease , of 2,000, while 
Edinburgh University reports a slump 
of 1,000 below normal strength. This, 
of course, is largely due lo enlistments 
in the British Army, but ii. slight pro- 
portion of tho decrease is caused by 
the departure of German and Austri- 
an reservists to join their native regi- 
ments. Tlie Vice-chancellor of Ox- 
ford, In speaking on tills subject re- 
cently said; "I cannot believe that any 
of them w'ere spies. We welcomed 
them and loved them. They passed 
through the Innermost circle or our 
friendship, and I cannot believe that 
our frank and direct intercourse with 
them was unreal. It is difficult to see 
how u time of real friendship between 
Germany and England can ever come 
again. If this war could have been 
delayed a few years, possibly there 
might have been so many private 
friendships that a state of war might 
have been Impossible." 

A great deal of comment lias been 
caused in llrltaln by the action of 
Edinburgh University In demanding 
the resignations of all the German 
professors. The College which has 
shown Itsdf most ready to stand by 
Its country in this crisis Is Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, the Sportsman 
College, from which 200 out of a total 
of 270 have already gone to the front. 

The States, of course, have suffered 
little by the war us the increase of 
2,000 at Columbia shows, but then 
Columbia is an exception. Some col- 
leges report a slight decrease due to 
the financial .stringency. At Texas 
there is u falling off of over 100 under 
what was expected. 

The McGIU figures may be regarded 
as entirely satisfactory, much more so 
than was at first expected. By the 
end of the week the registration will 
probably reacli 1,1'JB, as com pareil 
with 1,57» of last year. The figures 
from the several faculties may prove 
Interesting. Science is the heaviest 
loser, showing a decline of 130. A 
large proportion of this Is In tho 
Freshmen year, where n class of "7 Is 
almost half the size of last year. Arts 
Is more fortunate, losing a total of SS, 
with a slight di-crea.se In tho 1st yucr. 
Law Is normal, while Medicine even 
shows an Increase, the entrance year 
being larger by 17 than that of 1913. 

Unfortunately the fulling off has 
been so evenly distributed that the 
university has been forced to maintain 
the complete staff in spite of the de- 
crease In revenue, but if the payment 
of the mortgages on which McGill 
largely depends for her income, Is 
continued as usual, the results will not 
bo serious, and will quite favourably 
compare with any other Canadian 
university. 



Reports of the various standing 
committees of tho Union were received 
at the opening meeting of. the House 
Committee held on Wcdnesduy after- 
noon. 

The president, Mr. O. Leary report- 
ed Unit during the summer about $800 
hud boon spent on repairs to the 
building and fixtures. New flooring 
has been laid In the billiard room and 
the tables put In first class condition. 

The same staff has been employed 
again this year nnd Mr. ltandnll is 
again in charge of tho catering. 

It was decided that tlie smokers 
usually held after Hie home football 
games would be discontinued this 
year. Tills hns arisen.. from tho fact 
that throughout the whole of the In- 
tercollegiate union, entertainment of 
visiting teams lias been reduced to :i 
minimum. 

George Williscroft was appointed as 
member in charge of the billiard room 
to take the pluce of Frank Budgely 
who has gone to the front with the 
Canadian contingent. 

Members of the committee who 
were not present will please note that 
the hour of meeting will be 0.30 p.m. 
on Thursdays from now on, to avoid 
clashing with parades of the McGill 
Regiment.

The opening of the session 1914-15 brings with it an event which 
has been looked forward to for some time. Every autumn since 1910 
he rumour has gone about, only to be contradicted in a few days, 
lat Dr. Colby was about to resume his lectures in History. This 
e, however,. our hopes have not been disappointed. 
On Wednesday Dr. Colby began a series of lectures, which is to 
:nd through the current session, on "The Political and Diplo- 
matic History of Modern Europe." No one who reads the pro- 
gramme issued by the Department of History can fail to see the high- 
cresting and instructive nature of the course, which, as it will 
particularly with events leading up to the Great European War, 
pecially valuable at the present time. To have a man of Dr. 
ay's ability addressing us on such a subject is a privilege, of which 
I who can, should take advantage. 
These lectures afford us another example of the opportunities of- 
by the modern university. It is not so very long since that so 
lodern a theme would have been frowned upon by the learned Fac- 
lty, who would fain have consoled our minds in a crisis like the pres- 
nt by greater application to the classics and to philosophy. 

To-day, however, current. events are looked upon as a legitimate 
heme for university investigation, and it is due to this change of view 
hai we can listen in the class-room to such lectures as Dr. Colby is 
novf giving.

Dr. Colby Appears for the First 
Time Since 1910 as Head of History 



The Political and Diplomatic History of Mortem Europe 



For the first time In five years, Dr. 
Colby, head of the Department of llis-
